Kuchar, of Owosso, had 
been based at the Pentagon 
since 1991. He narrowly 
escaped death in the Sept. 11, 
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2001, terrorist attacks on the 
U.S., when, a_ hijacked 
American Airlines jetliner 
slammed into the largest 
office complex in the world, 
where as many as 23,000 
people work daily. 

Prior to his retirement after 
34 years of active duty, and 
since the Sept. II attacks, 
Kuchar, who handpicked by 
Air Force commanders, 
served as Chief of Field 
Operations and Deputy Chief 
Intelligence, 
and 
the 


Surveillance 
Reconnaissance at 
Pentagon. 
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During his 10 years ser- 
vice since Sept. 11, Kuchar 
traveled on 52 missions to 
Central Command’s Area of 
Operations and spent more 
than 1,100 days in theater 
providing mission essential 
hardware, software, data, 
training and data updates to 
more than 60 operational 
locations in 14 countries in 
support of Operation Iraqi 


Freedom and Operation 
Enduring Freedom — in 
Afghanistan. 


Kuchar’s military career 
began during the Vietnam 
War era when he served four 
years in the U.S. Navy from 
1970-74. 

Injured twice as a result of 
enemy actions in 
Afghanistan, Kuchar, who 
traveled outside of the major 
bases on many occasions, 
was also awarded two 
Bronze Star medals for meri- 
torious action against an 
armed enemy of the United 
States. 

At his retirement ceremo- 
ny, Kuchar was awarded his 
highest honor, and one of the

Response and the Grayling 
Fire’ Department were called 
to respond to the scene. 

The device was x-rayed 
and the bomb squad deter- 
mined that it was a training 
device. Police then had to 
track down the unit that was 
using the device and the sol- 
dier who was operating the 
vehicle.

Judge administered the 
Last Rites to some lying on 
the streets, then entered the 
lobby of the World Trade 
Center North Tower, where 
an emergency command 


post was organized. There 
he continued offering aid 
and prayers for the rescuers, 
the injured and dead. 

When the South Tower 
collapsed, debris went fly- 
ing through the North Tower 
lobby, killing many inside, 
including Judge. 

At the moment he was 
struck in the head and 
killed, Judge was repeatedly 
praying aloud, “Jesus, 
please end this right now. 
God, please end this.”

MICHIGAN HUNTERS may 
be treated to the opportunity to 
hunt moose in the Upper 
Peninsula, but probably not. 

The Michigan legislature set up 
a special panel last year to study a 
possible moose hunting season in 
the state, and recommended a trial 
hunt. 

The suggestion was to issue 
$100 licenses on a lottery basis, 
and permit killing only 10 male 
moose. The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) is in 
charge of setting hunting and fish- 
ing policies for the state, 

If the deal happens, of course, 
for the 10 male moose victims it 
would be a final hunt, not a trial 
one. 

State moose counters can’t find 
many moose in Michigan anyway, 
and all are in the Upper Peninsula. 

According to a report by 
Associated Press, DNR biologisis 
think there are about 430 moose 
roaming portions of Marquette, 
Baraga and Iron Counties in the 
western part of the Upper 
Peninsula, with another 100 or so

Alger, Schoolcraft, Luce and 
Chippewa. 

That makes about 530 Michigan 
moose subject to the proposed spe- 
cial short-term hunt. The AP did 
not report on how many of the 530 
moose are male and how many are 
female, which are exempt from 
killing if not from being hunted.

HUNTERS MIGHT have to 
inspect a potential moose kill very, 
very closely to determine gender 
before firing off a shot; however, 
having never personally observed 
a moose in the wild, male or 
female, there may be other ways to 
determine moose gender by sight 
of which this writer is unaware 

According to the AP news story, 
a 59 moose herd was introduced 
into Michigan 25 years or so ago, 
transported to Marquette County 
from Algonquin Provineial Park in 
Ontario, Canada. 

The hope was to grow a herd of 
1,000 Michigan moose by the year 
2000, but the plan obviously fell 
well short of the goal. 

How come? 


enough male members of the 
moose herd cared enough to carry 
out the expected breeding duly .... 
or perhaps too many female moose 
had headaches too often .... or 
maybe the original expectations of 
human moose experts about prop- 
agation were woefully off base. 

The AP story cites a few other 
possible reasons offered by “scien- 
tists,” including moose-fatal dis- 
eases carried by deer, warming cli- 
mate in the UP whereas moose 
much prefer colder weather all the 
time (blame global warming?), 
and “low female pregnancy rates” 
(see non-expert suggestions in pre- 
vious paragraph). 

Incidentally, who ever heard of 
Michigan’s UP not being cold 
enough? Apparently moose [eel 
that way. 

At any rate, with the low num- 
ber of moose available for hunting, 
and the timited areas available for 
the hunt, it seems to me the whole 
idea of any moose hunt — even fim- 
ited to a kill of only 10 male 
moose — seems like a real bad pro- 
gram.

HUNT UNLIKELY ~ Any hunt- 
ing of Michigan moose is probably 
not in the cards anyway. 
One American Indian tribe 
already has announced its opposi- 


lion {o hunting moose in 
Michigan. 

The Sault St., Marie Tribe of 
Chippewa Indians claims the 


moose herd in the UP is neither 
healthy enough nor stable enough 
to justify a moose hunt, and this 
opposition might legally kill any 
chance of a state-ordered moose 
hunt in the counties of Michigan 
where moose are. 

An agreement signed in 2007 
between the state and five tribes 
establishes certain fishing and 
hunting rights for tribal members 
in certain areas of Michigan, 
which inchide parts of both penin- 
sulas. 

The pact also covers the Bay 
Mills Indian Community, the Little 
Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa 
Indians, the Grand Traverse Band 
of Ottawa and Chippewa Indians, 


Ottawa Indians, as outlined origi- 
nally in treaties signed in 1836 and 
1842. 

There can be no moose hunt, the 
Sault Chippewas claim, without 
tribal agreement. If the move for 
hunting moose develops anyway, 
then the DNR and the five tribes 
would have to negotiate. 

I’m with the Indians on this one. 

We should let our Michigan 
moose live long and propagate, 
even though they have been 
imported from Canada, which 
after all is a foreign land.

Drivers need to be extra cautious 
as kids get back to school 


Summer days are waning 
away and the start of school is 
just around the corner. The 
Crawford County  Sheriff’s 
Office encourages drivers to cul 
down distractions and concen- 
trate on the road as kids of all 
ages get back to school. 

Children are often eager to get 
on and off the bus hecause they 
are excited to get to school and 
they are also excited to get home 
and tell their parents about their 
day. Sheriff Wakefield has some 
safety measures for both stu- 
dents and motorists to help 
ensure safely for everyone. 

Tips tor students: 

° Always arrive at the bus stop 
early. 

* Prior to boarding, wait until 
the bus has some to a complete 
stop, the door is opened and the 


' bus driver says that its OK to 


board. 

* Once on board proceed 
quickly to your seat and stay sit- 
ting until the bus arrives at your 
school or other drop off location. 

¢ Do not move around on the 
bus. 

* Always walk on the sidewalk 
when preparing to cross the 
street near a bus. Make eye con- 
tact with the driver so that you 
are sure he or she sees you. 

* Never walk behind the bus. 

* If you are walking beside the 
bus, make sure you are at least 
10 feet (10 “giant” steps) away. 

* Take extra precaution to 
make sure that clothing with 
drawstrings and book bags’ do 
not get caught in the handrail or 
door. 


* Never stop to pick something 
up you have dropped while the 
bus is stopped. Wait until the bus 
has driven off to avoid not being 
seen by the driver. 

Tips for motorists: 

* Remember that children are 
unpredictable in their actions. 
Take extreme caution when trav- 
eling in a school zone, 

* If you live in an area where 
there are no sidewalks, drive 
cautiously. Be more alert to the 


‘ possibility of children walking in 


the road. 

* Be more aware of children 
playing near school bus stops. 

* Take extra (ime to look for 
kids at intersections, on medians 
and on curbs. 

* Enter and exit driveways and 
alleys slowly and carefully. 

* Reduce any distractions 
inside your car so you can con- 
centrate on the road and your 
surroundings, 

* Put down your phone - don’t 
talk or text while driving! 

* Slow down and prepare to 
stop whenever you see yellow 
school bus lights flashing. 

¢ Never pass a school bus 
when there are flashing red 
lights. This is a sign that chil- 
dren are getting off the bus and 
it’s the law! 

Traveling to and from school: 

¢ Plan a walking route to 
school or the bus stop. Choose 
the most direct way with the 
fewest street crossings and, if 
possible, with intersections that 
have crossing guards. 

* Walk the route with your 
child beforehand. Tell him or

her to stay away from _ parks, 
vacant lots, fields and = other 
places where there aren’t many 
people around, 

* Teach your child never to talk 
to strangers, accept rides from 
strangers or accept gifts from 
strangers, Remember, a stranger 
is anyone you or your children 
don’t know well or don’t trust, 

¢ Be sure your child walks to 
and from school or the bus stop 
with a sibling, friend or neigh- 
bor. 

* Teach your kids — whether 
walking, biking or riding the bus 
to school — to obey all traffic sig- 
nals, signs and traffic officers. 
Remind them to be extra careful 
in bad weather, 

¢ When driving kids, deliver 
and pick them up as close to the 
school as possible. Don’t leave 
until they are in the schoolyard 
or building. 

¢ If your child bikes to schoo! 
make sure he wears a helmet that 
mecls safety standards. 
Research indicates that a helmet 
can reduce the risk of head injury 
by up to 85%. 

¢ If your child rides a scooter 
to school, make sure he/she 
wears sturdy shoes, a helmet, 
kneepads and elbow pads. 
Children under 12 should not 
ride motorized scooters, 

* Be sure your child knows his 
or her home (or parents’ cellular) 
phone number(s) and address, 
They should also know where 
you work, your work phone 
number, the phone number of 
another trusted adult and how to 
call 911 for emergencies.

To the editor: 


I have read two articles in the Crawford 
County Avalanche about a proposal to add 
an extra layer of government to Grayling 
Charter Township. I recognize that the writ- 
ten media is prone to misquotes and other 
errors, but I believe I have the gist of this 
proposal: Supervisor Terry Wright is retir- 
ing, and instead of having another fully 
empowered Supervisor take his place, some 
members of the Board of Trustees want a 
“Superintendent” to take over some of the 
major responsibilities of the Supervisor, 
with the person of the Supervisor reduced to 
a figurehead. 

One Trustee told me that he was support- 
ing the proposal because “we can’t control 
him,” meaning the Supervisor. 

I find it hard to believe that anyone who is 
aware of our Constitutional form of govern- 
ment would even consider such an ill con- 
ceived idea. 

As I recall from high school Government 
class, our Founder Fathers developed an 
inefficient form of government that 
embraces the concepts of “Separation of 
Powers” and “Checks and Balances.” The 
Executive Branch (Supervisor) is separate 
and co-equal with the Legislative Branch 
(Board of Trustees). 

The Board of Trustecs is not supposed to 
control the Supervisor, or any other elected 
Township officer. They can exercise their 
duty through the budget, which they do con- 
trol. At the same time, the Supervisor 
should not control the Board. This concept 
is more important than any potential costs 
or savings that may be entailed. 

Now we have someone who is known 
best for hyperbole reportedly accusing 
township residents of being pawns of spe- 
cial interests because they oppose his pet 
idea. 

I suspect the only special interest 
involved in this nonsense is someone on the 
Board who wants one of the positions. Or 
maybe naming someone to either position 
who can be “controlled” will satisfy the 
ego. 

I cannot attend one of the open meetings, 
but I want to go on record as being opposed 
to the proposal to appoint a “Township 
Superintendent,”

A Grayling couple recent- 
ly learned the significance 
of a 1760’s era cannonball 
manufactured and used by 
British soldiers that was 
later given to Native 
Americans and considered 
a coveted possession. 

In 1999, Jeri and Dick 
Selthoffer were excavating 
for construction of 4 retain- 
ing wall at their home locat- 
ed on the southeast side of 
Lake Margrethe. While 
completing the job, Dick 
unearthed a round, very 
heavy ball. 

At first, the Selthoffers 
believed that the cannonball 
nay have came from a pre- 
Civil War cannon at Camp 
Grayling, but concluded that 
troops would have never 
shot across the lake because 
of the homes located there, 

Nothing was done about 
the cannonball until Jeri

2009, displaying artifacts 


’ from French soldiers. 


“Thad forgotten that we 


even had it, unti! we were. 


going through there and saw 
the exhibit,” Jeri said. “That 
just peaked my interest in 
what this was and how it got 
where we found it.” 

Selthoffer learned that the 
cannonballs used by the 
French were smaller than 
the one she had and made 
with iron. The cannonballs 
used by British troops were 
larger and 100 percent lead. 

After the French surren- 
der Montreal in 1760, the 
British troops occupied 
Detroit and all of its out- 
posts including those in 
northern Michigan. In 1763, 
Forest Michilimackinac fell 
and by 1764 the British 
were in power in the north- 
em Michigan wilderness. 
The area today known as 
Michigan remained under 
British control until 1796. 
The history helped the 
Selthoffer date the ball. 

As luck would have it, 
Selthoffer spotted a sign 
advertising the Loomis 
Battery Historic Artillery 
Shoot at Camp Grayling in 
July. She was directed to 
meet with Matthew 
Switlick, an artillery histori- 
an who has written a book, 
recorded artillery blasts for 
Hollywood films and manu- 
facturers parts for historic 
artillery carriages. 

Switlick, who organized 
the historical artillery shoot, 
was excited to see the can- 
nonball and asked to confer 
with Canadian historian 
Gordon Laco, who was also 
at the shoot, before giving 
his final opinion. Laco con- 
firmed that the cannonball 
was a four-shot British can- 
nonball. 

“He said it was really

quite a rare find, because 
there were very few of these 
that were made,” Selthotfer 
said. 

Switlick said using the 
lead cannonballs was atypi- 
cal and almost unheard of. 

“They quit using them 
rather rapidly,” he said. 

After being replaced, the 
cannonballs were given to 
Native Americans as Her 
Magesty’s gifts in exchange 
for information on French 
troop movements. 

“They were quite prized 
possessions,” Selthoffer 
said. “It was a real honor- 
able thing to be able to have 
one of these.” 

Upon closer examination, 
Switlik said the cannon ball 
had distinct cloth imprints 
in many locations for each 
time it was likely bumped 
against something or 
dropped. 

“You. could tell it was a 
very course, woven cloth,” 
he said. “The markings are a 
result of handling the can- 
nonball over time before it 
was lost into the ground.” 

Selthoffer also shared 
photos of the cannonball 
with Brian Jaeschke, regis- 
trar in change of collections 
and archives for Mackinac 
State Historic Parks, which 
includes Fort 
Michilimackinac. 

Ironically, Jaeschke sent 
the photos to Switlik for his 
confirmation before getting 
back to Selthoffer.

“It kind of went full circle 
and came back to a person 
who had held the ball and 
actually looked at it,” she 
said. 

Jaeschke said it was 
unusual that the Native 
Americans carried the lead 
cannonball around with 
them before it was lost or 
buried. 

“It’s definitely an interest- 
ing piece of history that she 
has,” Jaeschke said. “A lot 
of times they melted these 
cannonballs down and used 
them to make other things 
like lead shot or other bul- 
lets.” 

Selthoffer had loaned the 
cannonball to the Crawford 
County Historical Museum, 
but had to retrieve it so she 
could retrace its history. 

“I hoped that it might 
generate a little tourism and 
create some interest in the 
museum,” she said... ..... 

Several Native American 
artifacts have been found 
around Lake Margrethe as 
tribes used to converge on 
from Lake 
Michigan and Lake Huron 
to trade furs and other 
objects. 

The cannonball is stored 
off site and not at the 
Selthoffer's home for safe- 
keeping until she deter- 
mines the value of cannon- 
ball, 

“I'd like to place a value 
on it before I-do anything 
with it,” she said.

Grayling moves to 3-0 with victory in league opener

The Grayling Vikings (3-0 
overall) scored five first half 
touchdowns and kept their 
opponent - the Boyne City 
Ramblers (1-2 overall), a Lake 
Michigan Conference foe — out 
of the end zone until late in the 
fourth quarter during last 
Friday’s varsity football contest, 
a game that Grayling won by a 
final score of 35-7, 

Joey Schwartz returned the 
opening kickoff to mid-field. A 
pass from quarterback Zane 
Tobin to Riley Zigila and a run 
by Schwartz picked up a first 
down. A shovel pass from Tobin 
to Ty Jensen gained 21 yards. 
Tobin passed to Steven Enos for 
a gain of 11 yards on 3rd and I. 
On Ist and goal Tobin threw to 
Scott Parkinson in the corner of 
the end zone for a five-yard TD. 


Kevin Harris kicked the extra 
point and Grayling led 7-0. 

Boyne City punted on 4th and 
9 and Zigila returned it for a 
touchdown. With the extra point 
kick by Harris, GHS [ed 14-0. 

Boyne City punted on 4th and 
6. Tobin threw to Parkinson for 
a gain of 14 yards. On 3rd and 9 
Tobin completed a 10-yard pass 
to Parkinson. Enos caught a pass 
for nine yards. On 2nd and 1 
Boyne City intercepted a 
Grayling pass attempt. 

The Ramblers started at their 
13-yard line. Three plays later, 
on 4th and 20, Boyne City punt- 
ed from inside its own end zone. 

Grayling completed a pass on 
first down but the receiver fum- 
bled the ball on the tackle and 
Boyne City recovered it at mid- 
field. Grayling’s defense forced 
a punt. 

The Vikings drove 89 yards 


on 10 plays, finishing the pos- 
session with a one-yard TD run 
by Jensen. The series also 
included a (6-yard pass to Tyler 
McClanahan, a 16-yard pass to 
Schwartz, a nine-yard pass to 
Enos, a 19-yard run by Jensen, 
and a pass interference penalty 
on Boyne City. Grayling had a 
21-0 lead with 9:19 left in the 
first half. 

The Ramblers punted on 4th 
and 10, downing the ball at the 
47-yard line. 

A pass to Zigila gained 28 
yards on first down. Three plays 
later, on 4th and |, Tobin com- 
pleted a short pass to Zigila, 
who fought through defenders 
and dove into the end zone fora 
TD.
